The Fess 


bill was more advance^ than tie Tincher 
bill for. as a matter of fact, under its pro- 
vision the money to be advanced from the 


- federal treasury could be used for dump- 
ing the surplus abroad, and without any 
adequate security for repayment of losses. 
The greatest difference between it and the 
McNary-Haugen bill is that the latter pro- 
vides for an equalization fee. which is of 
doubtful 
constitutionality.

CoolMge went farther in endorsing the 
Fess bill than he originally did in stating 
his position on farm legislation.

al, the only two ways in which federal aid 
could be extended in a substantial manner 
to the farmer.

MAKE THE CITY PAY FOB POLLUTION 


The Oklahoma supremo court has recently held 


that a city which discharges sewage into a stream 
is liable for any damages which may be caused by 
the pollution of the water. In this particular case 
the plaintiff demanded satisfaction from the city 
for injury of a. dairy business from the pollution 
of the stream which ran through the dairy prop- 
erty. The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff and 
the judgment on the verdict was affirmed by the 
supremo court. 


Now. 
then, there are still a good many criminally 


negligent cities in this country, cities discharging 
their raw sewage into open streams or rivers, and 
polluting such sources of water supply. This is not 
at al! necessary, but is merely a criminal practice 
which cities of a low order of civic consciousness 
indulge in for the sake of the small saving in the 
cost and maintenance of suitable sewage 
reduc- 


tion plant. 


It woud be a fine thing for the sanitary well be- 


ing of the country as well as the civic conscious- 
ness of the negligent municipalities, if there were 
a regular epidemic of lawsuits started against all 
cities which maintain such nuisances. A few sub- 
stantial judgments 
against 
such municipalities 


would soon wake them up to the necessity of cut- 
ting out the dirty business. Not only individuals 
who may suffer as a consequence of such pollution 
of the water supply, but other municipalities in- 
jured by the criminal negligence should 
have a 


good cause oC action, and judgments to cover such 
damages would sting even the most blase offender. 


Several years ago a workman, in a. gang hired by 


a contractor contracted typhoid .«fever from 
the 


polluted drinking water which the contractor pro- 
vided for his workmen. This led to a suit against 
the contractor and the court awarded the plaintiff 
a judgment. In that case it was deemed negligent 
on. the-part of the contractor that he failed to take 
reasonable care that the drinking water he 
sup- 


plied ivas safe to drink. If I recollect, this was a 
Minnesota. caseT Minnesota is 'the intelligence cen- 
ter of this country. 


In Minnesota last December the supreme court 


upheld the reasonable and sensible rules by which 
the school and health authorities excluded 
from 


school a child who had a sore throat. The child "was 
entitled to return to school when a culture showed 
no diphtheria germs present and a physician gave 
a certificate. The child's parents were adherents of 
a cult which denies that germs cause disease 
or 


that there is any" danger of infection. They sought 


writ of mandamus to compel admittance of the 


child to school without these 
formalities. 
The 


court declined to grant these peculiar people the 
privilege of subjecting other children in school to 
possible infection. 


Now suppose the school failed to take this pre- 


caution about admitting pupils with communicable 
disease. "Would not the parent or guardian of a 
pupil who might contract disease in sffch circum- 
stances have a just cause against the school au- 
thorities? 
If, the school authorities admitted 
a 


child with any evidence of a communicable disease 
would they not be.-responsible for the injury which 
other children might suffer."'in the same .way and 
for the same reason 'that the contractor was held 
responsible for the unsafe drinking water?
